One of these, Mrs. Valdeja, 
who was erroneously reported iastmgnt, 
died this morning.

A TOUCHISO INCIDENT. 


FOREST, 111., Aug. 13,—There waa one 
incident of the accident which stood out 
more horrible than all of the horrible 
r-ceues. In therseoond coach was a man, 
his wife and little child. 
His name 
iiould not be learned, but it is said he 
got on at Peoria. 
When the accident 
occurred tbe entire family of three was 
(iiiUght and held down by broken wood 
work. 
Finally when relief came the 
ruan turned to tbe friendly aid and fee- 
bly said: 
"Take out my wife first; I'm 
afraid the child is deud." So they ear- 
ned out the mother, as a broken sea< 
was taken oflf her crushed breast, the 
blood which welled from her lips tobi 
uow badly she was hurt. 
They carried 
tbe child, a fair-haired, bine eyed girl 
uf three, and laid her in the corn field, 
dead, alo. g-ide of her dying mother. 
Then they went back for the father aud 
orought him out. 
Bo»h his legs were 
l)roken, but he crawled thrcjugh the corn 
to the side of his wife and feeling her 
loved features in the darkness, pressed 
^ome brandy to her lips and asked her 
how Bhe felt. A feeble groan was the 
only answer and the next instant she 
died. 


The man felt the forms of his dead 
wife and child, and cried nnt: 
"MT GOD, THERE IS NOTHING MOBB FOR 


MB TO LIVB FOB NOW," 
and taking a pistol out of his pocket, 
pulled the trigger. 
Tbe bnllet went 
through his brnn and the three dead 
bodies of that liftle family are now l>ing 
»Ide by Bide, m^iOK to be identified.

ly to the town hall, which had 
been 
turned into a temporary h<jspital. 
This 
is a two story frame building, the lower 
floor being used as quarters for thelocal 
tire company, while in the upper hall 
entertainments are given. 
The floors of 
the hail greatly resembled the drill room 
of the Desplaines street police station iu 
Chicago on the night of the Haymrtr- 
ket riot. 
Torn and bleeding human be- 
ings in all the different stages of suflfer- 
iug, lay arouad the rooms, moaning and 
crying with agony and pain, while doc- 
tor and nurse were binding their wounds 
Bloody clothing, torn and covered with 
mad, lay around on the floor in heaps, 
together with car cushions, mattrasses 
aud blaukets, oa which they had been 
brought from the scene of the wreck. 
Blood was everywhere—on the fl »or8, 
walls, clothing aud bands of the wounded, 
as well as of those who were caring for 
them. 
As the day wore away and the 
afternoon shadows lengthened into the 
evening, the scene changed somewhat. 
The wounded liad been dressed, baud- 
aged aud most of them rested quietly 
enoagb, overcome by mental and bodily 
euffdring. Restiug on comfortable beds, 
watched by tender-hearted men and 
women, the majority of whom had never 
seen tbe pat'ents until yesterday, they 
slept, oblivious to the slaughter which 
had taken place. 
Coal oil lamps were 
placed around the balls; their light care 
fully 
shaded, 
and 
the scene 
was 
strongly suggestive 
of 
the 
inter 
ior of a hospital on the field of battle. 
In one corner of the lower hall lay John 
C. Steen, a resident of Jersey City, a 
large and powerful man. 
Both his legs 
were broken and he had received such 
internal injuries as rendered his recovery 
doubtful. Adam Sohoeberger of Peoria, 
lay near him, 8emio.>uciouts and slowly 
breathing his life away. 
One of his legs 
was broken and he was injured inter- 
nally. 
On the upper fl lor, a handsome 
woman about twenty 
years of age, 
st.viishly dressed, 
l ay extend'id on a 
ctmch. 
She was Miss Hatfie Brenuer, 
of Farmington. lil., aud was on her way 
to Niagara Falls with f-everal of her rel- 
atives. 
In the party was a young man 
named Wailers, also of Farmington, and 
to w.hom she w is engaged to be married. 
He had been badly injured and lay near 
her on a bed, attended by a couple of 
surgeons. 
While Miss Brenner 
was 
phjBically unhurt by tbe wreck, yet tbe 
right and knowl&ige of her lover's in- 
juries has rendered her insane. 


In tbe depot at Obatsworih a d ia the 
nnocctipied store used as a morgue the 
scene was .suggestive of a slaughter 
house. Stretched out on the floors in 
tiifi't;riiut po.nitious were the corpses, ol 
iiien, women and chiidren, dressed iu 
tbe clothing in which they had met their 
(ieaili. Iu tiie empty store, iu a room 
twenty feet wide and forty feet long were 
counted twenty-seven 
corpses at one 
t m \ 
Their clothing was torn and dis- 
heveled, their etifTriued arms in the ma- 
jority of instances crossed over their 
breasts. 
The heads of the dead were 
generally mangled in the most frightful 
manner, and were always covered by 
some article ( f clothiug. 
The face of a 
youug woman who was lying on the lloor 
of tbe depot bud t)een so beaten by the 
cruel cur timbers that reeoguition was 
entirwiy out of the question and her 
l)rainH and the flesh ot her face were a 
puipy mass in which dabbled her long 
red hair. 
Siie was not identided. 
A 
mau with a iieiivy daik must.iche, and 
•A ho was iipi'firently about thirfy-iive 
^i'iirs c.i agii, had beefi fttruck in th<; face 
by Rome HU'j.st.iiioe whicii lutd torn away 
his jaw and the sicio of bis f loe loaviug 
bo throRt and lower part of iiis face ex 
fosed. 
A live year old boy, with a 
chuiiliy f.ice and curly hair, looked con 
tented aud stuiling. 
His legs were not 
alone broken, but the flesh was so 
mangled that it has the af)pe.irance of 
raw beef. 
Hi.s chest was chrusbed iu 
aiid his bi dy 
covered with 
bruises. 
Nearly every corpse uas mangled or 
(listignred. 
The faces of some of th ' 
d^ad were black as though they dieil bv 
^uabcaticm, while others were doathly 
white.

BEV. T. D. TALMAGE'S SERMON. 


T h e H a m p t o n s , Atxg. 7.—The Kev. Í . 
De Witt Talmage's sermón for to-day waa 
on the imporlant subject of "Life and Fire 
Insurance: the Christian Principles In- 
volved." His text was: 
"Let him appoint 
officers over th© lan^, and take up the lifth 
)tart of the land of Egypt in the seren 
plenteous years." Genesis xii. 34. 


These were the \vords of Joseph, the 
President of the first life insurance com- 
l)any that the world ever saw. 
Pharaoh 
had a dream that dialracted him. He 
thought he stood on the hanks of the River 
Nile, and saw coming up out of the river 
Heven fat, sleek, glossy cows, and they be- 
gan to browse in the thick grass. 
Nothing 
iiigLtful about thiit. But after them, 
coining out of the same river, he saw seven 
cows that were gaunt and starved, find the 
worst looliing cows that bad ever been seen 
in the land, and in the ierocity of hunger 
th(*y devoured their seven i at predecessors, 
i'haraoh, the liing, sent for Joseph to de- 
cipher 
these 
midnight 
hieroglyphics. 
JoHcph made short work of it, and inti- 
mated the seven fat cows that came out of 
ibe river are seven years with plenty to eat, 
the seven emaciated cows that followed 
them are seven years with nothing to eat. 
"Xow," said Joseph, "let us take one-fifth 
of the corn crop of the seven prosperous 
years, aiid keep it as a provision for the 
seven years in wbi< h there shall be no 
:;orn crop." The king took the counsel 
and appointed Joseph, because of his in- 
tegrity and public spiritedness, as the 
I'resident of the undertakiug. The farmers 
paid one-fifth of their income as a premium. 
In all the towns and cities of the land 
there were branch 
houses. 
This great 
Egyptian life insurance company had mill- 
ions of dollars as assets. 
Alter awhile the 
dark days came and the whole notion would 
have starved if it had not been for the pro- 
vision they had made for the future. But 
now these suffering families had nothing 
to do but to go up and collect the amount 
of their life policies. 
The Bible puts it in 
one sLort phrase: "In all the land of 
ligyiit there was bread." I say this was 
the last life insurance company. It was 
divinely oiganized. It hiid in it all the ad- 
Viintiiges of the "whole life plan," of the 
"tontine plan," of the "reserved endow- 
ment plan," and oil the other good plans. 
M e are told that llev. Dr. Anhate, of 
Lincolnshire, England, originated the first 
'.ife insuianee company in 1G98. Ko! it is 
as old as the corn cnbs of Egypt; and God 
himself was the anihor and originator. If 
that were not so I wouid not lake your 
time and mine in Sabbath discussion of 
this subject, I feel it is a theme vital, 
religious, and of infinite import, the morals 
of life and fire insurance. 


About ten or twelve years ago there was 
a great jianic in life insurance which did 
good. 
Vnder the storm the untrustworthy 
and bogus institutions were scattered, while 
the genuine were tested and firmly estab- 
lished, and where does the life insurance 
institution stand to-day? 
What amount of 
comfort, of education, of moral, and spir- 
itual advantage is represented in the simple 
siatistic that in this country the life insur- 
ance companies in cue year paid !?7,000,- 
ÜI) to the families of tho bereft; and in five 
years they paid ¿-^Jdd.dCOjddO to the families 
of the berell; and are promising to pay— 
and hold themselves in readiness to pay— 
^2,iidii,()Ud,Ui I)to the families of the bereft! 


Tliej' have nctually paid out more in 
divitlends and death claims than they have 
eiier received in premiums. I know of 
what I speak. The life insurance com- 
panies of this covintry paid moro than $7,- 
t)i (),nnU of taxes to the (lovernment in five 
years. 
So, inslead of these companies be- 
ing indebted to the land, the land is in- 
debted to them. To cry out against life 
in^nrauce because here and there one com- 
pauy has behaved badly is as absurd as it 
would be fur a man to burn down l,(Kl(» 
acres of harvest lield in order to kill the 
moles and potato bugs—as preposterous as 
a man who should blow up a crowded 
steamer in mid-Atlantic for the purpose of 
destroying the barnacles on the bottom of 
the huik. 


But what does the Bible say in regard to 
this sul^jeci? II the Bible favors the in- 
stitution, I will I'avor it; if the Bible de- 
nounces it, I will denounce it. In addition 
to the forecast of Joseph in the text, I cali 
your attention to i'aui's comparison. 
Here 
is one man who. through neglect, fails tc 
support Ills laniily while he lives, or aftei 
ho dies, 
llere is another man, who abhors 
the Seiiptures and rejects God. 
Which ol 
those men is tho wor-e? 
Well, you say. 
the latter. 
I'aui says the former. 
I'atC 
says that a raan who neelect« to caro foi 
his household is more obnoxious than a 
man who rojects the Scriptures: 
"He thai 
provideth not for his own, and especiall;» 
those of his own household, is worse thafl 
an inlidel." 
Life insurance companies 
help most of us to provide for otir families 
afier we are gone; but, if we have th<i 
money to pay the premiums and do not pa^ 
them, we have no right to expect mercy at 
the hand of God in the judgment. W4 
are 
worse than Tom Paine, worse thail 
Voltaire, and worse than ¡Shaftesbury. 
1 he 
Bible 
declares 
it—we are worsd 
than an infidel. 
Alter the certifí- 
cate of death 
has been 
made out, 
and thirty or sixty days have passed, and 
the oflBcer of the life insurance company 
comes into the bereft household and paya 
down the hard cash on an insurance policy, 
that officer of the company is performing 
a positively religious rite, according to the 
Apostle James, who says: 
"True religion 
and undefiled before God and the Father 
is this: l o visit the fatherless and the 
widow in their affliction," and so on. The 
religion of Christ proposes to take care of 
tho temporal wants of the people as well 
as the spiritual. 
When Hezekiah war 
dying the injunction came to him: "Set 
thy house in order, for thou shalt die anu 
not live." 
That injunction in our daV 
would mean: 
"Make your will; settle up 
your afcounts; make 'things plain; don't 
deceive your heirs with rolls of worthless 
mining stock; don't deceive them with 
deeds for Western lands that will never 
yield any crop but chills and fever; don't 
ieave for them notes that have been out- 
lawed, and second mortgages on property 
that will not pay the first." "Set thy house 
in order." 
That is, fix up things, so your 
going out of the world may make as little 
consternation as possible. 
See the lean 
cattle devouiing the fat cattle, and in the 
time of plenty prepare for the time of 
want. The difficulty is, when men thiak 
of their death, they are afraid to think •of 
it only in connection with their Bpiritwal 
welfare, and not of the devastation in the 
household which will come because of 
their emigration from it. It is meanly 
selfish for yuu to be so absorbed in the 
Heaven to which you are goiug that you 
forget what is to bet ome of your wi:e and 
children alter you are dead. 
You can go 
out of this world without leaving a dollar 
and yet die happy if yon could not pro- 
vide for them; you can trust them in the 
hands of the God who owns all the 
harvests, and the herds, and the^flocks; 
but if you conld pay the premiums on a 
policy and neglect them it is a mean thing 
for you to go up to Heaven while they go 
into the poor-house. 
You, at death, move 
into a mansion, river front, and tbey move 
into two rooms on the fourth story of a 
tenement house in a back street. 
When 
they 
are out at the elbows and 
knees, the thought of your 
splendid 
robe 
in 
Heaven 
will 
not 
keejt 
them warm. The minister mny preach a 
splendid sermon over yonr remains, and 
the quartet may sing like four angels in the 
Idft, but yonr deatb wUl be a swin« 
~ m bftd tbs úieans to provide for the 
af yoar hoiisehold when you l«<i 


That is. He provides for tbem through 
public chatity. As for myself, I would 
rather have the Lord provide for my fami- 
ly in a private home, and through my own 
industry, and paternal and conjugal faith- 
fulness. But says some man: "I mean in 
the next ten or twenty years io make a 
great fortune, and so I shall leave my 
family, when I go out of this world, very 
comfortable." How do you know you are 
going to live ten or twenty years? If wa 
could look up the highway of the future, 
we would see it crossed by piieumonias, and 
pleurisies, and consumptions, and colliding 
rail trains, and runaway hoises, and break- 
ing bridges, and funeral processions. Are 
you so certain that you are going to live 
ten or twenty years, you can warrant your 
.household any comfort after you go away 
from them? 
Beside that, the vast majority 
of men die poor! 
Two only out of a hun- 
dred succeed in business. 
Are you very 
certain you are going to be one of those 
two? 
Rich one day, poor the next. A 
mau in New Y'ork got S2,00i),00i', and the 
money turned his brain and he died in a, 
lunatic asylum. All his property was leftj 
with the business firm, and they swamped 
it; and then the family of the insane man 
was left without a dollar. In eighteen 
months the jnosperity, the insanity, the 
insolvency, and the complete 
domestic 
mm. 
l^eside that, there are men who die 
solvent, who are insolvent before they get 
tinder the ground, or before their estate is 
setteld up. How soon the auct onoei's 
tnallet can knock the life out of an estate. 
A man thinks the properts is worth ."plo,- 
Odd; under a forced sale it brings $7,001). 
The business man takes advantage of thei 
crisis and compels the widow of the de-' 
eeased paitner to sell out to him at a ruin- 
ous price, or lose all. 
The stock was sup- 
posed to be very valuable, but it has been 
BO "watered" that when the executor trie^i, 
to sell it he is laughed out of Wall Street, 
or the administrator is ord->red by the sur- 
rogate to wind up the whole affair. The 
estate was supposed at the man's death to 
be worth St)0,i,)U0; but alter the indebted- 
ness had been met, and the bills of the 
doctor and undertaker, and the tombstone 
cutter have been paid, there is nothing 
left. That means the children are to come 
Lome from school and go to work. 
That 
means complete hardship of the wife, 
turned out with nothing but a needle to 
fight the great battle of the world. 
Tear 
down the lambrequins, close the piano, 
rip up tho Asminster, sell out the ware- 
robe, and lei the mother take a child in 
each hand and trudge out into the dessert 
of the world. 
A life Insurance wouI3 Have 
hindered all that. 


"But," says some one, "I am a man of 
small means, and I can't afford to pay the 
premium." 
That is sometimes a lawful 
and a genuine excuse, and there is no an- 
swer to it; but in nine cases out of ten 
when a man says that he smokes up in 
cigars, and drinks down in wine, and ex- 
pends in luxuries enough money to have 
paid the premium on a life insurance 
policy which would have kept his family 
from beggary when he is dead. A man 
ought to put himself down on the strictest 
economy until he can meet this Christian 
necessity. You have no right to the lux- 
uries of life until you have made such pro- 
vision. I admire what was said by Eev. 
Dr. Guthrie, the great Scottish preacher. 
A few years before his death he stood in a 
public 
meeting 
and 
declared, 
"When I came to Edinburgh the people 
sometimes laughed at my blue stockings 
and at my cotton umbrella, and they said I 
looked like a common plowman, and they 
derided me because I lived in a house for 
which I paid $35 rent a year, and often- 
times I walked when I would have been 
Very glad to have a cab; but, gentlemen, I 
did all that because I wanted to pay the 
premium on a life insurance that would 
keep my family comfortable if I should 
die." "That I take to be the right express- 
ion of an honest, intelligent, 
Christian 
man. 


The utter indifference of many people on 
this important subject accounts for much 
of the crime and the pauperism of the day. 
Who are these children sweeping the cross- 
ings with broken broom and begging of you 
a penny as you go by? 
Who are these lost 
souls gliding under the gaslight, in thin 
shawls? Ah, they are the victims of want; 
in many of the cases the forecast of parents 
and grandparevts might have prohibited it 
God only knows how they struggled to do 
right. 
They prayed until the tears froze 
on their cheeks, they sewed on the sack 
until the breaking of the day; but they 
could not get enough money to pay the 
rent; til'y cotild not get enough money to 
decently clothe themselves; and one day in 
that wi etched home the angel of purity and 
the augel of crime fought a great fight be- 
tween the empty bread tiay and the fireless 
hearth, 
and the blackwiiiged 
angel 
shrieked: "Aha! I have won the day." 


O, m a n , 
before forty-eight hours have 
passed away, a p p e a r at t h e desk of some 
of our groat life insurance companies, have 
the stethescope of t h e ]>hy8ician p u t to 
j our heart and lungs, a n d by the seal of 
some iionest 
comy>any 
decree 
that 
your 
children shall n o t be subjected to the h u - 
miliation of 
financial 
struggle in t h e days 
of your demise. 


But I must ask the men engaged in life- 
insurance business whether they feel the 
importance of their trust, and charge them 
I must that they need divine grace to help 
them in their work. In this day, when 
there are so many rivalries in your line of 
business, you will be tempted to overstate 
the amount of assets and the extent of the 
surplus, and you will be tempted to abuse 
the franchise of the company, and make 
up the deticits of one year by adaing some 
of the receii>t8 of another year; and you 
will be tempted to' send out mean, 
anonymous circulars derogatory to other 
companies,foigetful of the fact that anony- 
mous commuiiication 
means only two 
things—the cowardice of the author, and 
the inefficiency of the police in allowing 
such a thing to be dated anywhere save in- 
side of a peni entiary. 
Under the mighty 
pressure many have gone down, and you 
will follow them if you have too much con- 
fidence in yourself, and do not appeal to 
the Lord for positive help. But if any 
of you belong to that miscreant class of 
people who, without any financial ability, 
organize themselves into what they call a 
life-insurance company, with a pretended 
capilal Oi $200,00(1 or $300,000, then vote 
yourself into the lucrative position, and 
then take all the premiums for yourself, 
and then, at the approach of the State 
Superintendent, 
drop 
all 
into 'the 
hands of those life insurance undertakers 
whose businefis it is to gather up the re- 
mains of defunct organizations and bury 
ttiem in their own vault—then, I Bay, you 
had better get out of the business, and dis- 
gorge the widows' houses yon have swal- 
lowed. 
But my word is to all those who 
are legitimately engaged in the business.- 
You ought to be better than other men, 
not only because of the responsibilities 
that rest upon you, but because the truth 
is ever confronting you that your stay on 
earth is uncertain, and your life a mattai 
of a few days or years. Do not those 
black-edged letters that come into your 
office make you think? 
Does not the doc- 
tor's certificate on the death claim give you 
a thrill? 
Your periodicals, your advertise- 
ments, and even the lithography of your 
policies warn you that you are mortal. 
According to yoin own showing the chances 
that you will die this year are at least 2 
per cent. 
Are you prepared for the tre- 
mendous exigency? 
The most condemned 
man in the judgment day will be tho un- 
prepared life insurance man,for the simple 
reason that his whole business was con- 
nected with human exit, and he cannot 
say: "I did not think." His whole busi- 
ness was to think on that one thing. O, 
my brother, get insured for eternity. In 
consideration of what Christ has done in 
your behalf, have the indenture this day 
made out, signed and sealed with the red 
seal of the cross. 


But I have words of encouragement and 
comfort for those of my hearers who are 
engaged in the fire-insurance business. You 
are ordaizked by jGod to stand between us 
and the most raging element of nature. We 
•re indebted to yoq for wbat the national 


)y scientific principles orderly companies 
sxtinguish the fire, instead of the old-time 
riots which used to extinguish the citizens! 
^nd we are indebted to you for the suo- 
¡essíul demands you have made for the 
repeal of unjust laws—for the battle you 
liave waged against incendiarism and ar- 
5on—for the fatal blow you have given to 
'.he theory that corporations have no souls, 
l>y the cheerfulness and promptitude with 
which you have mot losses, from which you 
might have escaped through the technical- 
ity of the law. I do not know any class of 
men in our midst more high toned and 
worthy of .confidence than these men, 
and yet I have sometimes feared that 
while your 
chief business is to cal- 
fulate about losses on earthly 
prop- 
erty, you might 
without 
sufficient 
thought go into that which, in regard to 
your soul, in your O'wn parlance might be 
^•alled "hazards," "extra hazards," "special 
Uiizards.'l An unforgiven sin in the soul 
is more inflaramable and explosive than 
^amphene or nitroglycerine. 
However tho 
rates may be—yea, though the whole earth 
were paid down to you in one solid premium 
—you cannot afford to lose your soul. Do 
aot take the risk lest it be said hereafter 
.hat while in this world you had keen busi- 
aess faculty, when you went out of the 
world you Avent out everlastingly insolvent. 
The scientific Hitchcocks, and Sillimans, 
ind Mitchells of the woild have united 
with the sacred writers to make us believe 
that there is coming a conflagration, to 
iweep across the earth, compared with 
which that of Í hicn -o, 1871, and that of 
Boston in 1872, and that of New Y'ork in 
1H35, were mere nothing. 
Brooklyn on 
3re! New York on file! Charleston on fire! 
San Francisco on fire! Canton on fire! St. 
Petersburg on fire! Paris on fire! London 
an fire! tke Andes on fire! the Appe- 
oines on fire! the Himalaya on fire!
